Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Owens argument to claim 1 was that Yacoub does not disclose 
the user having control of the time of printing, selected printing device, and that the print document is stored, However, 
Yacoub reference as cited in claim 1 is for the purpose of showing that failure in a printing device can occur, and that 
when failure occurred, to save (spool) the document and wait for available printer. The main reference of Laverty 
discloses that a user can specify the time of printing, selected printing device and that the print document is stored. Mr. 
Owens also argue that the user is not sending a second request to print the document. However, Laverty shows in col. 
10, lines 26, that once an order form is saved, it is tagged as "pending or "released" order. Examiner Lam is interpeting 
"pending" as the user have to come back at a later time to released the order, which is the second request. Mr. Owens 
was agreeable to be open to any suggestions from the examiner on how to overcome the cited prior art. 
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
